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THE 


PREFACE. 


Have, in conformity to cuſtom, introduced a 

Preface, which gives me an opportunity to ſay, 
the following deſigns are the contemplations of my 
leiſure hours for ſeveral years paſt, and, at the requeſt 
of a few particular friends, well verſed in the know- 
ledge and practice of Architecture, have made them 
public, which I hope will be found of general uti- 
lity ; as they begin with the Farm Houſe, and regu- 
larly aſcend to the magnificent Villa. 


Notwithſtanding the rapid progreſs of Architecture 
in England for many years paſt, together with the 
numerous buildings that are daily erecting, think, 
as I have been particularly careful in compiling the 
following deſigns, to render them very clear and in- 
telligible to gentlemen and workmen, they cannot fail 
being found ſtriking and uſeful, many of the deſigns 
being entirely out of the common ſtile of building; 
and,

and, in the diſtribution of my Plans, have conſtantly 


reſerved in my ideas ſtrength and conveniency, and 


have embraced every opportunity of blending ſimple 


elegance with them; and that nothing might be want- 
ing to make the following work perfect and eaſily 
underſtood, have not only figured the dimenſions of 
every room, but have alſo given an explanation in let- 
ter preſs, with references, explaining the intended 
uſe of every room in each deſign, which are all drawn 


to the ſame Scale, except the Sections, which, as well. 


as every other deſign, have Scales prefixed to them. 


The heights of rooms in ſmall houſes, are general- 
ly the ſame on one floor, which are from 10 to 12 
or 14 feet for the parlour ſtory ; and for the chamber 
ſtory from 9 to 12 feet high; but, in magnificent 
buildings, more regard {ſhould be given to the pro- 
portion of rooms, which muſt be ruled by their figure; 
if ſquare and flat ceiled, their height may be from 
three-fourths to four-fifths of the fide, 7. e. if a room 
be twenty feet ſquare, three-fourths of the fide is fif- 
teen fect, and four fifths of twenty feet ; the dimen- 
ſions of the ſame fide is ſixteen feet, ſo that the diffe- 
rence is one foot; the height ſhould not be leſs than 


one, nor exceed the other; if the ceiling be coved, their 


heights muſt be from four- fifths to five- ſixths of the 


| tide; oblong rooms may be brought to the ſame pro- 
portion, by adding one long and one ſhort fide toge- 


ther, and take half for the fide of the ſquare.

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The materials uſed for building in this country, 
are well known by all profeſſors of the art, therefore 
ſhall only ſay, where expence 1s not a principal, ſtone 
is to be preferred for fronts; the next material, near 
London, are grey ſtock bricks, but in countries n 
bricks of this kind cannot be procured at a moderate 
expence, would adviſe ſtucco on ſuch brick as the 


country may produce, which, if executed by a ſkiltul 


workman, will endure all kind of weather, and, in 
appearance, have every — of ſtone, on plain 


buildings. 


To be ſparing of antique Ornaments, as they are 
zermed, on the outſide of a building, would ſhew a 
true taſte in an Architect, I mean foliage and Baſs Re- 
lief, in pannels near the top of a building, whoſe figure 


and imboſs is ſo minute, that it could hardly be diſtin- 
guiſhed at the height of a common room; at the ſame 


time, introducing with propriety, the {imple orders 
of Architecture, as they are the proper and only orna- 


ments that can be applied, in the fronts of buildings, 


where elegance is preſerved, except the Tympanum of 
a Pediment, in which foliage or Baſs Relief may be 
introduced, and will have a good effect, but not of an 
imbols as ieee; for elevated ornaments of all kinds 
ſhould be but of few parts, and ſtrongly marked, that 
they may not appear contuſed, whilſt thoſe near the 
eye, have every raffle neat and minutely carved, that 
the whole may be light and of a r effect. , 
After 
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After giving reaſons for publiſhing this work, and 
my ſentiments on the principles of Building, Orna- 
menting, &c. ſhall only ſay, that the general approba- 
tion I have received from my friends, ſince the finiſhing 
of it, flatters me it will meet with a candid reception; 
howeler, that my expectations may not be thought 
unreaſonable by the public, and in particular by my 
friends, only expect, if in this Performance I have ſhew- 
ed any degree of merit, that I may have an 3 
ſhare of applauſe.
